MARRIED polio survivors who 
were placed on the same insola¬ 
tion unit as children are calling 
for one last push to eradicate the 
disease. 

Lower Kingswood couple David 
and Sue Smith have been married 
for 43 years and are supporting the 
One Last Push campaign urging 
the public to pressure the govern¬ 
ment to help rid the world of the 
virus in the hope that other chil¬ 
dren will not suffer as they did. 

David is a retired NHS account¬ 
ant who wears a full-length leg 
brace on his left leg, and Sue is a 
retired primary school teacher 
whose right leg is two-and-a-half 
inches shorter than her left leg. 

Sue was 15 months old and Da¬ 
vid, 12 months, when they were 
placed on the same isolation unit 
in Gravesend, Kent, where their 
families lived and worked. 

Sue acknowledges how lucky 
she and David were that the NHS 
existed when they contracted po¬ 
lio. 

She said: “If it hadn’t been 
there, our families would have 
struggled to pay for our treatment 
and we wouldn’t have had access 
to the equipment we needed.” 

The disease has not stopped 
them from making the most of 
their lives. 

Sue is in the Women’s Institute, 
sings in two choirs, plays the pi¬ 
ano and is a member of a handbell 
team. 

David is now an advisor at the 
Citizens Advice in Reigate, is the 
treasurer and trustee of a charity 
that helps people after a stroke, 
and also plays guitar. 

They have also raised two sons, 
Adam, 40, and Oliver, 38, and have 
four grandchildren. 

The couple has asked their MP 
Crispin Blunt to do what he can to 


ensure the government commits 
to ending polio. 

In 2013, the UK pledged up to 
£300 million over six years to help 
vaccinate about 360 million chil¬ 
dren, and the following year India 
was declared polio-free. 

Up until the 1980s, polio was still 
paralysing people and Sue and Da¬ 
vid are two of more than 120,000 
men and women suffering from 
the after-effects of this devastat¬ 
ing disease in the UK. 

Polio is now only endemic in 


Pakistan, Afghanistan and Ni¬ 
geria, but cheap vaccines have 
helped push the disease into steep 
decline. If it was eliminated, it 
would be only the second disease - 
after small pox - in human history 
that has been eradicated. 

Reigate and Banstead MP Crisp¬ 
in Blunt said: “After centuries of 
suffering caused by poliovirus, its 
end is in sight. 

“There is a genuine opportunity 
for us to eradicate polio by 2020 - 
and we need leaders to back the 


efforts of the millions of volun¬ 
teers and health workers around 
the world who are working to end 
the disease. 

“I am pleased to be associated 
with this campaign to recognise 
the wonderful work that is being 
done to eradicate polio. Together 
with One Last Push, we have the 
opportunity to change the world 
for better and deliver a lasting 
global legacy.”

Chip shop 
reopens 

A FISH and chip shop served 
its first meals this week more 
than five months after it was 
ravaged by fire. 

The Major Plaice reopened 
on Monday, February 20, after 
a fire rendered the shop, in 
the Market Parade in Ewell, 
uninhabitable with charred, 
stinking, burnt seats. 

Neighbours of the Major 
Plaice in the Market Parade 
in Ewell rushed out into the 
street clutching fire extin¬ 
guishers after a fire broke 
out on October 4, and crews 
from four fire stations spent 
nearly three hours fight¬ 
ing the fire and limiting its 
damage. 

But the Market Plaice was 
unable to do business for five 
and a half months. 

Ifet Butt, the owner of the 
Major Plaice, was “devastat¬ 
ed” when he arrived in Ew¬ 
ell High Street that October 
morning to find his business 
going up in flames, but is hap¬ 
py to be re-opening. 

“We are very grateful to the 
fire brigade who acted very 
professionally and to the in¬ 
surers who have been very 
helpful all along,” he said. 

Since the fire, the shop 
has been cleaned, and ren¬ 
ovated with a new blue 
colour-scheme, insurance 
claims have been filed, and 
about 30 fish from tanks were 
temporarily rehomed.

TAXI drivers petitioning 
against moving a rank as 
part of a long-term makeover 
of Epsom town centre have 
had their appeal received. 

Surrey County Council 
plans to move the taxi rank, 
which currently sits next to 
the entrance to the Ashley 
Centre by the clock tower, but 
a final location has not yet 
been chosen. 

Moving the taxi rank would 
make it safer to get into cabs, 
a council spokesman said. 

But taxi drivers disagree, 
and the Epsom Licensed 
Taxi Drivers Association 
launched a petition that has 
been signed 522 times - in¬ 
cluding by 483 members of 
the public. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council, which is working 
alongside the county council 
to carry out Plan E, a package 
of changes to the town’s road 
layout between January and 
July, noted the petition this 
week. 


No decision has yet been 
made on the petition. 

It reads: “Moving the rank 
that has been there since the 
early seventies back down 
the High Street and to the 
other side of the road would 
be detrimental to the present 
high quality service that is 
now supplied to the shopping 
centre. 

“After receiving this pe¬ 
tition we would ask you as 
the council to reconsider the 
move of the rank and per¬ 


haps look into other more 
sensible locations in the area 
of the present rank, so that 
we can continue the quality 
service that we have always 
supplied.” 

Edward Rose, 71, has been 
a cab driver for 46 years, and 
believes moving the rank will 
be a disaster for him and his 
customers - especially the el¬ 
derly or disabled. 

He told the Epsom Guardi¬ 
an: “It’s important that a taxi 
rank is in the right place. 


“The elderly and disabled 
people need the rank here.” 

In a report presented to the 
licensing and planning policy 
committee on Thursday (Feb¬ 
ruary 23), an officer wrote 
that improvements to Epsom 
market place would necessi¬ 
tate moving the rank. 

The officer added: “No de¬ 
cision has yet been made by 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council regarding the taxi 
rank. 

“The representations con¬ 
tained in the petitions will 
be taken into account when a 
decision on the rank location 
is made. 

“The petition organisers 
will, of course, have the op¬ 
portunity to repeat or expand 
on their representations 
when the formal statutory 
process is undertaken.” 

An Epsom and Ewell coun¬ 
cil spokesman advised that 
a six-week consultation had 
been held between March 
and April 2015, during which 
residents were invited to 
comment on the proposed 
Plan E. More than 2,500 com¬ 
ments or suggestions were 
received during this period. 


AN INTRUDER smashed a 
window and rummaged through 
a house before stealing jewellery 
in broad daylight. The house in 
Christ Church Mount, Epsom 
was burgled sometime be¬ 
tween 11.30am and 12.05pm. A 
neighbour had seen a suspicious 
man knocking on doors to see if 
anyone was in, just prior to the 
burglary. The force is now appeal¬ 
ing for help identifying this man. 

He is described as a clean-shaven 
and round-faced white male in his 
early 20s, about 5ft 8in to 5ft 9in, 
and of slim build. He was wearing 
a greyish or light-coloured beanie 
hat with a fawn or grey waist- 
length coat and paint-splattered 
trousers or jeans. Local Epsom 
response PC Dan Cuthbert-Brown, 
said: “The burglary was carried 
out in broad daylight and while 
the road is fairly quiet I believe 
somebody else may have noticed 
something suspicious.” To offer 
information, call Surrey Police on 
101 or 0483 571212.

A MAN has been charged follow¬ 
ing reports of gunfire in Fetcham. 
Clive Desmond Robinson, 60, 
from Malborough Road, Dorking, 
is accused of firing an air gun in 
Shamrock Close in August. He 
faces two counts of possessing 
a firearm when prohibited for life, 
possessing an air weapon in a 
public place, and possessing 
a bladed or sharp article in a 
public place. Mr Robinson has 
been bailed to appear at Redhill 
Magistrates Court on March 20. 
Officers from the Mole Valley Area 
Policing Team were called after 
of the public reported gunfire at 
about 11 pm on Saturday, August 
27. A man was arrested later and 
released on bail. 


Boy knifed 
in the leg 

A TEEN was stabbed 
in the leg by a gang of 
youths in a “violent” at¬ 
tack in Epsom. 

Surrey Police officers 
were called to the vic¬ 
tim’s house at 11pm on 
Friday, February 24 af¬ 
ter he said he had been 
attacked by a group 
of youths near Epsom 
Stores in Hollymoor 
Lane. Officers estimate 
the attack happened 
sometime between 10pm 
and 11pm. 

The victim is now re¬ 
covering in hospital fol¬ 
lowing surgery. 

Detective constable 
Elliott Abdo said: “This 
appears to have been a 
violent attack which has 
left the victim requiring 
surgery. This behaviour 
is not acceptable in our 
community and I urge 
anyone who may have 
witnessed this incident, 
heard a commotion or 
who has information 
about those involved to 
contact police or Crime- 
stoppers. I am particu¬ 
larly keen to trace the 
occupants of a dark 
coloured vehicle that 
was reportedly parked 
close to the conveni¬ 
ence stores.”

Pup found just before Storm Doris strike

A TINY newborn pup¬ 
py was found dumped 
by bins just two days 
before Storm Doris bat¬ 
tered the UK. 

The defenceless pup¬ 
py, believed to be only 
four days old, was found 
by communal bins in 
Pitwood Green, Tad- 
worth on Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary, 21. 

But she was spared 
the effects of 90mph 
winds that sent trees 
crashing to the ground 
and caused travel cha¬ 
os, Storm Doris hit the 
UK on February 23 after 
being rescued by the 
RSPCA. Staff at RSPCA 
Millbrook in Chobham, 
who are bottle-feeding 
the young puppy and 


nursing her back to 
health, have named her 
Doris after the storm. 

RSPCA inspector 
Liz Wheeler said: “It 
is incredible to think 
someone would dump 
a dog - but to do it to a 
poor defenceless puppy 
that is so vulnerable is 
just awful - heartless. 
It’s lucky she was found 
before Storm Doris 
rolled in, otherwise who 
knows what would have 
happened to her. 

“Luckily the lady that 
found her took her into 
the warm, fed her some 
puppy milk and looked 
after her until we came 
to collect her. I dread 
to think what would’ve 
happened to her other¬ 


wise.” Doris is so young 
it is still unclear what 
breed she is, but staff 
at RSPCA Millbrook 
believe she might be a 
German shepherd. 

Deputy manager at 
the centre, Liz Wood, 
said: “Poor Doris is so 
tiny she still needs a lot 
of help from us being 
fed. She is far, far too 
young to be away from 
her mother so it is real¬ 
ly lucky she was found. 

“We are doing 
everything we can for 
her and she is getting 
stronger every day and 
we are hoping she con¬ 
tinues to do so.”

Rail firm’s profits 
dip as strikes bite

THE group behind strike- 
hit Southern Railway has 
apologised and insisted its 
“doors are open” to trade 
unions as it admitted prof¬ 
its had dropped following 
nearly a year of crippling 
strike action. 

Go-Ahead, which 

runs under-fire South¬ 
ern Rail through Govia 
Thameslink Railway 

(GTR), said full-year prof¬ 
its could be impacted by 
up to £15 million amid 
ongoing uncertainty over 
union relations. 

It revealed the cost of 
“lengthy and significant” 
strike action at the fran¬ 
chise after its six-month 
earnings slumped by 35 
per cent at its rail arm to 
£26.9 million. 

GTR lost about £5 mil¬ 
lion, while Go-Ahead ad¬ 
mitted it had paid out £9.5 
million in compensation 
to passengers in the first- 
half of last year. 

Shares tumbled by 16 
per cent after the firm’s 
profit alert said full-year 
earnings would be lower 
than expected across its 
rail and bus businesses. 

Go-Ahead chief exec¬ 
utive David Brown said: 
“Our customers have suf¬ 
fered months of disrupt¬ 


ed travel, impacting work 
and family lives, and we 
are sorry that such incon¬ 
venience and hardship has 
been caused. 

He said the company 
was holding talks with 
trade unions and that ser¬ 
vice had in the past few 
weeks on Southern. 

Mr Brown added: “No 
party wants this to go on 
forever. Our doors are open 
and we are trying to have 
negotiations and we want 
to reach a resolution.” 

Southern has been in¬ 
volved in a bitter dispute 
with unions over driver-on¬ 
ly operated trains, with 
conductors holding 29 days 
of strikes in the past year, 
while drivers have walked 
out on six occasions due to 
the row 

The main train drivers’ 
union Aslef had suspend¬ 
ed strike action earlier this 
month, but is now holding 
fresh talks with Southern 
after its members rejected 
a previously agreed deal. 

The deal had also 
sparked criticism from the 
Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port (RMT) union, which 
called it a “shocking be¬ 
trayal”. 

In response to calls for 
Southern to be stripped of 
the Southern Franchise, 
Mr Brown said: “Taking us 
off the franchise would not 
resolve the problem”. 

The group also came un¬ 


der fire after fares were 
raised across Southern 
in the new year, but Mr 
Brown said annual in¬ 
creases were out of the 
group’s control and were 
set across the industry by 
the Government. 

He confirmed the group 
had never made a profit 
on GTR and said it had 
been “challenging from 
the outset”. 

Go-Ahead is in discus¬ 
sions with the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport over 
potential penalties for 
breaching its contrac¬ 
tual obligations due to 
the poor performance on 
Southern. 

The group said that de¬ 
pending on the outcome 
of the talks, its full-year 
operating profits in the 
division could fall by up to 
£15 million or rise by £15 
million. 

Go-Ahead’s group-wide 
underlying earnings fell 
13.2 per cent to £74.1 mil¬ 
lion for the six months to 
December 31, while bot¬ 
tom line profits were 11.7 
per cent lower at £67 mil¬ 
lion. 

It revealed that GTR 
passenger journeys fell 
3.4 per cent and passenger 
revenue was 6.4 per cent 
lower in the half-year. 

The rail division also 
includes the Southeastern 
and London Midland fran¬ 
chises.

'Bleak’ assessment as schools face cuts 



A TEACHER’S union has 
warned of an “extremely 
bleak” financial future for 
London schools in the up¬ 
coming years. 

The National Association 
of Head Teachers (NAHT) 
said there will be an esti¬ 
mated £3 billion shortfall in 
the government’s education 
budget by 2020. 

The Government disagrees 
with the union’s assessment, 
pointing out that school fund¬ 
ing at its highest level on re¬ 
cord at more than £40bn in 
2016-17. 

According to the website 
schoolcuts.org, 98 per cent of 
schools set to lose funding, 
with London schools set to 
lose an average of £540 per 
pupil, or over £17 million per 
borough in the capital. 

Education Secretary Jus¬ 
tine Greening is MP for 
Putney. Every school in her 
constituency will experience 
real terms cuts, with an av¬ 
erage loss of £655 for every 
pupil. 

Wandsworth, Leisham and 
Greenwich are amongst the 
worst hit boroughs, with a 
funding shortfall of £603, 
£600 and £598 per student re¬ 
spectively. 

This is as a result of the 
increased costs and levies on 
schools, which could result 
in larger class sizes across 


London. 

The figures have been pro¬ 
duced by the schoolcuts.org, 
which take its data from the 
Department of Education. 

Their figures are based off 
the new national funding for¬ 
mula set to be introduced in 
April 2018, on the assumption 
that inflation for schools will 
amount to 8.7 per cent over 
the lifetime of this parlia¬ 
ment. 

It also assumes Govern¬ 
ment will cut the Education 


Services Grant (ESG) by 75 
per cent, as George Osborne 
announced in the 2015 Au¬ 
tumn Statement. 

However the Government 
stressed that London schools 
will receive additional fund¬ 
ing to reflect the higher cost 
base they face being in Lon¬ 
don, given that so much of 
schools’ spending goes on 
staffing costs. 

There is particular focus 
in the Government’s new 
proposals for children from 


disadvantaged backgrounds 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokesperson said: “The 
government has protected 
the core schools budget in 
real terms since 2010, with 
school funding at its highest 
level on record at more than 
£40bn in 2016-17. 

“But the system for dis¬ 
tributing that funding across 
the country is unfair, opaque 
and outdated. We are going 
to end the historic postcode 
lottery in school funding and 
under the proposed nation¬ 
al schools funding formula, 
more than half of England’s 
schools will receive a cash 
boost. 

“London will remain the 
highest funded part of the 
country under our proposals, 
with inner London schools 
being allocated 30 per cent 
more funding per pupil than 
the national average. Signif¬ 
icant protections have also 
been built into the formula 
so that no school will face a 
reduction of more than more 
than 1.5 per cent per pupil per 
year or 3 per cent per pupil 
overall. 

“We recognise that schools 
are facing cost pressures, 
which is why we will contin¬ 
ue to provide support to help 
them use their funding in 
cost effective ways, including 
improving the way they buy 


goods and services, so they 
get the best possible value. 

“We are consulting on the 
factors that will make up the 
formula and we know that it 
is important that we get this 
right so that every pound of 
the investment we make in 
education has the greatest 
impact. The consultation will 
run until 22 March 2017, and 
we are keen to hear from as 
many schools, governors, lo¬ 
cal authorities and parents as 
possible.”

The schoolcuts.org website 
includes a petition calling for 
the Government to halt its 


“cuts”. This is backed by the 
National Union of Teachers 
and the NAHT. 

Other organisations back¬ 
ing the claims include the 
public sector trade union 
Unison, The Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers un¬ 
ion, and general trade unions 
GMB and Unite. 

Russell Hobby, general 
secretary of school leaders’ 
union NAHT, said: “School 
budgets are being pushed be¬ 
yond breaking point. 

“The government’s £3 bil¬ 
lion real terms cut to educa¬ 
tion funding must be reversed 
or we will see education and 
care suffer. 

“Already heads are being 
forced to cut staff, cut the 
curriculum and cut specialist 
support. 

“A new funding formula 
is the right thing to do, but 
it cannot be truly fair unless 
there is enough money to go 
round in the first place.” 

Mike Kane, shadow schools 
minister, said: “The Govern¬ 
ment is failing to address the 
fact that schools face a real 
terms drop of £3 billion ac¬ 
cording to National Audit Of¬ 
fice figures. 

“No matter how much Min¬ 
isters fudge the figures school 
leaders are telling us that 
their budgets are becoming 
unsustainable by 2019.”

Warning issued over diesel vehicles 



Transport Secretary Chris Grayling warns Londoners to think twice about buying diesel cars 


THE number of car crashes 
in and around the capital are 
at a five-year high according 
to new figures released this 
morning by the London Fire 
Brigade (LFB). 

Firefighters attended 12 
per cent more collisions on 
London’s roads last year with 
crews attending 4,541 in the 
capital. 

On average, the Brigade 
say, crews are cutting six peo¬ 
ple from their vehicles every 
week. 

The new figures show that 
Croydon had the highest 
number of collisions attend¬ 
ed by firefighters last year 
with 267. 

A spokesman for LFB said: 
“Crews use specialist cutting 
and spreading gear, and vehi¬ 
cle stabilising equipment to 
rescue casualties from their 
trapped vehicles so that inju¬ 
ries can be treated and lives 
saved. 

“Vehicles can be found 
crushed up against other 
cars and street furniture and 
even flipped onto their side 
or roof, which can make res¬ 
cues more challenging for 
firefighters and delay those 
involved getting the urgent 
life saving medical care they 
need.”

DRIVERS should think long 
and hard before buying a die¬ 
sel car, Transport Secretary 
Chris Grayling has said. 

The Epsom MP and front 
bench Conservative suggest¬ 
ed motorists should consider 
buying a low-emission ve¬ 
hicle rather than spending 
their money on a diesel. 

His intervention follows 
reports the Government 
is considering a scrappage 
scheme for diesel cars to im¬ 
prove air quality. 

The reported scheme 
would see drivers offered a 
cash incentive for replac¬ 
ing an old diesel car with a 
low-emission vehicle. 

Last week, London Mayor 
Sadiq Khan warned that die¬ 
sel cars could be banned from 
the capital in a bid to tackle 
the areas air pollution crisis. 

Asked whether motorists 
should hesitate before buy¬ 
ing a diesel, Mr Grayling 
told The Daily Mail: “Peo¬ 
ple should take a long, hard 
think about what they need, 
about where they’re going to 
be driving, and should make 
best endeavours to buy the 
least polluting vehicle they 


can. 

“I don’t think diesel is go¬ 
ing to disappear but someone 
who is buying a car to drive 
around a busy city may think 
about buying a low-emission 
vehicle rather than a diesel.” 

Concern over the impact of 
diesel cars on nitrogen diox¬ 
ide (N02) levels were raised 
by the Volkswagen emissions 
scandal in September 2015. 


It emerged 11 million 
Volkswagen diesel vehicles 
around the world had been 
fitted with software to re¬ 
lease fewer smog-causing 
pollutants during tests than 
in real-world driving condi¬ 
tions. 

Analysis by the Depart¬ 
ment for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs (Defra) 
found N02 is estimated to be 


responsible for 23,500 deaths 
in the UK each year. 

Government advisory pan¬ 
el the Committee on Climate 
Change believes 9% of new 
car sales should be electric 
by 2020 for the UK to meet its 
legal obligation to cut green¬ 
house gas emissions by 80% 
by 2050 compared with 1990 
levels. 

In 2016 the market share of 


new car sales for alternatively 
fuelled vehicles was 3.3%, up 
from 2.8% the previous year. 

In June last year then-trans¬ 
port secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said it had been 
a mistake for former Labour 
chancellor Gordon Brown to 
slash taxes on diesel. 

Mr Brown reduced duty 
on low-sulphur fuel in 2001, 
which contributed to an in¬ 
crease in annual diesel car 
registrations from 3.45 mil¬ 
lion to 8.2 million. 

A Government report pub¬ 
lished in April 2016 showed 
that diesel cars being sold in 
the UK emit an average of six 
times more nitrogen oxide in 
real-world driving than the 
legal limit used in official 
tests. 

The Department for Trans¬ 
port investigation found all of 
the 37 top-selling diesel cars 
tested exceed the legal limit 
required for laboratory tests 
when driven for 90 minutes on 
normal roads. 

Ministers insisted no laws 
had been broken by the man¬ 
ufacturers as cars are only 
required to meet the lab test 
regulations. 

A scrappage scheme to 
boost the motor industry ran 
from May 2009 until March 
2010, offering motorists £2,000 
to scrap an old car for a new 
model.

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HEALTH IN FOCUS: CRAIG RICHARD looks at how biographical films may improve lives of dementia sufferers

My Life Films, an award-winning Richmond charity, is taking part 
in a clinical trial to test the impact the half-hour biographical 
films and short introductory profiles have on residents’ lives 


REGULARLY showing elder¬ 
ly care home residents bio¬ 
graphical films may improve 
the quality of life for those 
living with dementia, a char¬ 
ity believes. 

My Life Films, an 
award-winning Richmond 
charity, is taking part in a 
clinical trial to test the im¬ 
pact the half-hour biograph¬ 
ical films and short intro¬ 
ductory profiles have on 
residents’ lives. 

Elderly people in Cecil 
Court care home in Kew are 
regularly being shown their 
life stories - including their 
favourite memories, images 
from family albums, and in¬ 
terviews with the person and 
family members, all set to 
their favourite music. 

Meanwhile, residents at 
Homemead care home in 
Teddington are serving as a 
control group in a trial run 
by South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health NHS 
Trust (SWLSG). 

The trial runs until April 
2017, with results expected to 
be published in the summer. 

Eighty per cent of UK care 
home residents have demen¬ 
tia or significant memory 
problems, according to the 
Alzheimer’s Society. Of those 
residents, just 41 per cent of 
their family members rated 
their quality of life as good, 


while more than a quarter 
described it as poor. 

But the charity believe the 
films will help keep residents 
active and socially connect¬ 
ed, and help carers to better 
connect with them and there¬ 
fore provide better care. 

Dr Robert Lawrence, head 
of the clinical research unit 
at SWLSG is leading the trial 
alongside Dr Jessica Lee, psy¬ 
chiatry specialty registrar at 
the Trust. 

He hypothesised that re¬ 
minding residents of good 
memories would make them 
feel safer and more secure, 
and would help carers get to 
know them better. 

“The more you know about 
the person you are looking 


after, the better care you are 
going to take of that person,” 
he said. 

“It makes so much sense 
to patents. It makes so much 
sense to their families and 
their friends, and also to the 
people in care homes.” 

One woman at the home 
who was on Risperidone - a 
drug used to control chal¬ 
lenging behaviour and agi¬ 
tation - was able to have her 
dosage lowered and eventual¬ 
ly withdrawn, Dr Lee said. 

She said: “It’s almost like 
she’s transported to another 
world (when she is watching 
the films). 

Dr Lee added: “The feed¬ 
back I got was that not only 
do they think it will benefit 


the relatives, but it will also 
benefit the grandchildren 
and the generations to come. 

“It’s almost like a gift to the 
future.” 

My Life Films was set up 
three years ago, and employs 
young filmmakers to get to 
know care home residents 
living with dementia and 
create a film based on their 
memories and life story. 

Last year it won both the 
charity start-up of the year 
from the Asian Voice Char¬ 
ity Awards an outstanding 
dementia care product of the 
year from the National De¬ 
mentia Care Awards. 

Jorg Roth, founding trus¬ 
tee of My Life Films, is opti¬ 
mistic the Cecil Court trial 
will see the charity continue 
its success. 

Mr Roth said: “We obvious¬ 
ly have to wait for the official 
results from the NHS trial 
in the summer, but from our 
point of view the reactions 
from residents, their families 
and the team at Cecil Court 
have been exceptional. 

“It is wonderful to see how 
the unique mix of personal 
archive material and music 
in the films reaches the res¬ 
idents living with dementia 
and how they improve their 
quality of life.”

Protect Epsom hospital 


CAN someone please show a 
spark of interest in the fate of 
Epsom General Hospital. 

At the recent Public Health 
Meeting, held at Bourne Hall 
and arranged by Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council, the 
first speaker Mr Daniel Elkeles, 
Chief Executive of the Epsom 
& St Helier Universities NHS 
Hospital Trust. 

He spoke about the “current 
performance and future plans 
for Epsom General Hospital.” 

He told the meeting how well 
the hospitals were perform¬ 
ing relative to other local and 
national hospitals. 

He then spoke about the 
“future”. 

Really he was only talking 
about the next two years. 

He gave an undertaking that 
for this period the Epsom and 
St Helier Hospitals would each 
continue to provide Acute Acci¬ 
dent and Emergency, Maternity 
and Paediatric care at each 
hospital. 

He then spoke about the poor 
state of both hospital’s build¬ 
ings and emphasied how much 


money was going to be spent on 
the St Helier Hospital estate. 

Millions of pounds were to 
be spent on St Helier Hospital 
compared to peanuts at Epsom 
Hospital. 

Every sentence after this con¬ 
tained a reference to St Helier 
Hospital. 

The day after the meeting I 
enquired if it was possible to 
have a copy of the presenta¬ 
tions. 

I wanted to count the number 
of times St Helier was men¬ 
tioned compared to Epsom. 

Come on Epsom wake up our 
hospital, as it is now, will cease 
to exist after the next two years, 
unless the local community 
come together to campaign to 
keep all the facilities that are 
presently located at Epsom 
Hospital! 

You may not be aware that 
the Government have put a 
system in place to ensure that 
the public do not have a say. 
Throughout England they have 
introduced another layer that 
sits above the local Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) 


and covers a much larger local 
area than the single CCG. 

As far as Surrey Downs 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(SDCCG) is concerned this is 
joined with two other CCG’s 
from Surrey to produce group 
called Surrey Heartlands. 

This group is tasked with 
providing an STP (Sustainabil¬ 
ity and Transformation Plan) 
for the local area covered by the 
CCG’s. 

This STP Group met / meet in 
private (secret). 

The public were not permit¬ 
ted to be present when the STP 
developed their terms of refer¬ 
ence and business plan. 

Meeting agenda and minutes 
were not available to the public! 
The local STP plan has been 
agreed by all parties. 

If one party present is/was 
against a particular proposal 
a majority vote determines 
the decision without any input 
from the public. 

So in south-west London the 
STP has stated that they want to 
reduce the number of hospitals 
from five to four or even three. 


This puts St Helier and Epsom 
Hospitals open to possible 
closure. 

Residents who rely on Epsom 
Hospital need to get organised 
through their local Councils 
and Residents Associations 
to ensure that their view is 
considered. 

You may not be aware that 
the local population around 
St Helier have a very active, 
organised group called KOSHH 
(Keep Our St Helier Hospital). 
They also have a website of the 
same name. Where is the Epsom 
organisation? 

To protect our Epsom hos¬ 
pital we need a local action 
Committee to manage our local 
campaign to save Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal. This includes ensuring that 
the complete site remains intact 
(ie NO sale of Hospital land 
or buildings) and all Hospital 
services to stay intact at Epsom 
Hospital Dorking Road (ie NO 
downgrading or transfer of 
services to other sites).

FILYING rats spreading filth and 
disease or just wild birds as 
deserving of our concern as any 
others? 

Views about pigeons have 
always been divided, but does any¬ 
one really understand the law when 
it comes to controlling them? 

This week I witnessed an old 
fellow brazenly flouting the law. 

Even after I pointed out what he 
was doing he simply ignored me 
and carried on. 

Opening feeding pigeons on the 
street from two huge bags of grain 
he refused point blank to accept 
what he was doing was wrong. 

The trouble is, when I pointed 
out his actions to a passing police 
officer he simply advised me to 
mind my own business and not to 
get involved. If we’re not prepared

to enforce our laws you have to ask 
what is the point in having them? 

Surely controlling pigeons 
benefits everyone and by not taking 
action against these anti-social, 
irresponsible people who feed 
these birds we are condoning their 
actions, justifying what they are 
doing and encouraging the spread 
of disease. Pigeons are recognised 
as pests right across the country, 
but the UK doesn’t have any law 
forbidding the feeding of wild birds. 
Instead, we rely upon a hotchpotch 
of bylaws drawn up and overseen 


by borough councils which adopt 
wildly different approaches to the 
issue. Some don’t even recognise 
the problem while others not only 
make it clear it is illegal to feed them 
but actually offer advice on how to 
kill them as humanely as possible. 

I think it is high time all councils 
in our area published their policy 
and their bylaws very clearly on their 
websites so everyone knows where 
they stand? 

A lonely woman who said she 
fed pigeons in her garden because 
they were the only company she 
could get was fined £2,300 after 
her neighbours complained and she 
refused to stop feeding them. 

Meanwhile Beryl Withers, 81, 
who’d just finished a sandwich, 
emptied out the remaining crumbs 
for the birds. Council wardens told 


her she was breaking the law and 
could face a £2,000 fine - in the 
end she had to pay £50. So, in 
theory anyone who leave titbits out 
on a bird table could end up being 
fined. 

Meanwhile the guy I saw in the 
town centre goes on unquestioned. 
Should he be named and shamed, 
should I run his picture on our 
website? Let me know what you 
think.

STATIONS around south London 
and north Surrey have ranked as 
some of the worst for charging 
commuters who fail to tap in and 
out properly. 

Transport for London (TfL) 
statistics show that incomplete 
Oyster journeys cost travellers 
over £53 million between Janu¬ 
ary and September last year. 

The overground stations at 
Waterloo and Victoria charged 
the most overall, raking in £1.83 
million and £1.35 million respec¬ 
tively, but other stations a little 
closer to home were also highly 
ranked. 

Out of the 643 underground 
and overground stations around 
Greater London, Wimbledon 
station ranked at number 13 for 
the most pay outs for incomplete 
journeys, with travellers paying 
a total of £538,536 last year. 

It was closely followed by 
Clapham Junction at number 
15, with £491,674 in revenue from 
incomplete journeys, and East 
Croydon at number 19 where 
commuters paid out £413,920. 

Stations in Surrey ranked best 
at the other end of the scale, with 
commuters at Epsom Downs 
paying just £2,286 for incomplete 
journeys, although this may be 
linked to the fact that the station

does not accept Oyster cards. 

Travellers to Belmont (ranked 
at 628) and Morden South 
(ranked at 626) also had relative¬ 
ly few incomplete journeys, with 
just £2,802 and £3,008 paid out 
last year. 

Director of customer experi¬ 
ence at TfL, Shashi Verma, said: 
“Our only objective is to ensure 
that customers pay the right fare. 
We ask that customers touch 
in and out which means we can 
guarantee to charge the correct 
fare while also reducing the cost 
to all Londoners of fare evasion. 

“We are constantly working 
to reduce the number of incom¬ 
plete journeys, which we rec¬ 
ognise are often due to a simple 


oversight. 

“Where we can, we give cus¬ 
tomers automatic refunds with¬ 
out needing to contact us. We 
also make it easy to obtain a re¬ 
fund online and through our lo¬ 
cal rate telephone number, and 
regularly remind customers to 
touch in and out to guarantee the 
right fare. 

“The maximum fare includes 
the amount that would have been 
due had the customer touched in 
and out.” 

A spokesman for TfL said the 
payments attached to incomplete 
journeys were not fines but were 
paid because it was not possible 
to accurately charge for the jour¬ 
ney made.

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Bitter Harvest is a true event that 
certainly needs to be told. It's the 
story of one of the world's best kept 
secrets that concerns the famine 
genocide of the Ukrainian farmers 
and workers by the despot Joseph 
Stalin between 1932-1934. 

This was known as the Holo- 
domor. Stalin wanted to create a 
stronger Soviet Union following the 
death of Lenin and decreed that the 
Ukraine people give up the majority 
of their crops and livestock for the 
good of the Russian Government. 
And then finally took everything they 
owned. 

The villages would be visited by 
armed forces to make certain all 
complied with these orders from the 
state. Those who protest are round¬ 
ed up and shot. Their bodies dumped 
in mass graves. This film unfolds the 
horrific story of the extermination of 
between 7 to 10 Million people. 

But the film is also a fictional 
love story concentrating on Yuri 
(Max Irons) and Natalka (Samantha 
Barks). We first meet this pair when 
they are children in 1917 and it's ob¬ 
vious then that they have feelings for 
each other as they frolic and dance in 
the village harvest. 

Fast forward to 15 years later 
when Stalin's armies visit the Ukrain¬ 
ian's farms and threaten the inhab¬ 
itants to hand over their goods. But 
there is still a band of rebel Cossacks

led by the legendary warrior Ivan (Ter¬ 
ence Stamp) and Yuri's Father Yaro¬ 
slav (Barry Pepper). However, their 
swords are no match for machine 
guns. 

Yuri and Natalka declare their love 
for each other but in these turbulent 
times it is agreed that Yuri and his 
childhood friends should leave for 
Kiev until things improve. 

Alas, all is not well in the big city 
and Yuri is thrown in prison and vows 
to escape the firing squad and get 
back to his beloved Natalka. 

This all sounds very watchable 
and writing a review is quite difficult 
due to the harrowing atrocities suf¬ 
fered by this country. But I am afraid 
that the acting is very corny and prob¬ 
ably not suited to the big screen as 
this production comes over as more 
of a TV series. The saving grace in 
the acting stakes is the stalwart Ter¬ 
ence Stamp and to be fair Max Irons 
(son of Jeremy) portrayal of Yuri gets 
better as his character suffers at the 
hands of the Russians. 

But I did leave the screening being 
extremely well informed and sur¬ 
prised (if I can say that?) by the revela¬ 
tion that this terrible war crime event 
in history did not come to light until 
1991. It does make you think. 

But as an hour and three quarter 
cinema movie, it was just OK.

Leaseholds have featured heavily 
in the press as of late, and when 
buying a leasehold, a buyer requires 
a solicitor to help them to understand 
the terms of the lease and the possible 
expenditure they will face as a 
leasehold property owner. 

Owning a leasehold flat should 
not be a concern as long as you know 
and understand your rights and 
obligations. 

You should make sure that your 
solicitor explains the terms of the lease 
fully when you are purchasing and 
checks any restrictions in the lease, 
for example If you intend to let the 
property or carry out alterations. 

Property Expert Panel member 
for Ashtead - Mark Coysh from 
Michael Everett said: "From an 
agents perspective, there are a few 
vital considerations when buying any 
leasehold property. 

"Firstly check that the lease has at 
least 80 years outstanding. Any less 
and the value starts to reduce. 

"Secondly, make sure the building 
is well maintained. Try and buy in a 
development where the leaseholders 
own a share of the Freehold, or where 
there is a reliable managing agent in 
place. 

"Some developments are simply not 
looked after properly and overtime 
this will diminish the value. 

'Thirdly, make sure the service or 
management charges are sensible. 
These can be scandalously high, so 
make sure these are properly and fairly 


assessed and that proper 

annual service charge accounts are 

available. 

"If you can tick these boxes, you 
are well on the way to buying a good 
flat." 

What is a lease? A lease is a 
contract between the leaseholder 
and the landlord giving conditional 
ownership of a property for a fixed 
period of time. 

Leasehold flats can be in purpose- 
built blocks, in converted houses or 
above commercial or retail premises. 
On occasion houses can be freehold 
too; however this is uncommon. 

Leasehold ownership of a flat is 
simply a long tenancy, the right to 
occupation and use of the flat for a 
long period of time - this is known as 
the 'term' of the lease. This will usually 
be for 99 or 125 years but can in some 
cases can be for 999 years. The flat 
can be bought and sold during that 
term. 

How long is a leasehold? The 

term is fixed when the lease is granted 
and so decreases in length year by 
year. When a lease is short, this 
could affect value and marketability 
and so when buying a leasehold, 
consideration should be given to the 
length of the term remaining and your 
surveyor will advise on value. If you 
have owned your flat for more than 2 
years, you have the right to extend the 
lease for a further 90 years subject to 
meeting the necessary conditions. 

What is a ground rent 


payment? Because leasehold is a 
tenancy, it is subject to the payment 
of a ground rent to the landlord. 
Ground rent is a specific requirement 
of the lease and must be paid on the 
due date. Ground rents are often 
escalating; which means they increase 
at set intervals during the lease. 

What are service charges? 
Service charges are payments by 
the leaseholder to the landlord or 
managing agent for all the services 
the landlord provides. These can 
include maintenance and repairs of 
the structure of the building, shared 


and common areas, insurance of the 
building and, in some cases, provision 
of lifts, porterage, estate staff, lighting 
and cleaning of common areas. 
Usually the charges will also include 
the costs of management, either by 
the landlord or by a professional 
managing agent. 

Service charges will vary from 
year to year; they can go up or down 
without any limit other than that they 
are reasonable. When considering 
the purchase of a leasehold flat, it is 
important to find out, for personal 
budgetary purposes, what the current 


and future service charges are likely 
to be. Also check if there is a reserve 
fund, and what plans there are for 
major works that could affect the 
service charge in the next few years 
after your purchase. 

Major works can result in a 
significant increase in service charge; 
especially if there is no 
reserve fund in place. 

What should my Solicitor 
check? In summary your Solicitor 
should check the following: Term 
of the lease, ground Rent Payable, 
service charges payable, any future 


major works, restrictions on the use of 
the property. 

With a well-written lease and 
a properly managed building, a 
leasehold flat should provide a 
perfectly good home and a secure 
investment.

Peugeot’s Partner Tepee offers a 
solution to cash-strapped families. 
There’s even now an all-electric 
version. Jonathan Crouch reports... 


BACKGROUND: If you're thinking 
of a small, spacious People Carrier, 
you're probaby not thinking of 
Peugeot's Partner Tepee. As you can 
probably guess from a glance, it's 
based on the brand's Partner van, but 
it's been smartened up quite a bit in 
its transition from LCV guise. Inside 
there's multi-media connectivity and 
glass roof cleverness. And there's 
technology too, including an all¬ 
electric version if you want it. In other 
words, there's more to this French 
contender than meets the eye. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Go back 
a few years and van-based passenger 
vehicles were, and there's no real 
way to gild this one, a bit rough. You 
bought one because you needed 
stacks of space and you didn't have 
a lot of money. Or alternatively, 
because your kids would destroy 
anything that wasn't built in the back 
like a police detention vehicle. These 
days, things have changed. Not only 
have commercial vehicles become a 
lot slicker, but there's been a gradual 
merging between conventional 


MPVs and van-based people carriers. 
There's no longer a yawning gulf in 
look and feel. 

Well, that's the case for most 
manufacturers anyway. For Peugeot, 
that's a trickier gap to bridge, largely 
because the interior build quality 
of their passenger cars has raced 
ahead massively within the last five 
years. In order to try to keep up, their 
van-based MPV, the Peugeot Partner 
Tepee, has been given a scrub up 
in recent times and now can even 
be ordered wth full battery power if 
you really want to strut your green 
credentials. 

DESIGN: The Partner Tepee 
weighs in with no fewer than four 
Euro6-compliant engines. The petrol 
engines open with a 98bhp 1.6-litre 
VTi unit with a five-speed manual 
transmission, but it's better to try and 
stretch to the more modern llObhp 
1.2-litre three cylinder PureTech 
powerplant. From there on in it's 
all diesel with the choice of 100 
or 120bhp versions of the brand's 
1.6-litre BlueHDi engine. The lOObhp 



1.6 diesel is also available with a 
six-speed ETG 'automatic' gearbox, 
while the top 120bhp version gets a 
six-speed manual box. The alternative 
to all of this is an all-electric variant 
with a 100 mile operating range. 


There's also another innovation 
that will be of interest to UK buyers, 
namely Grip Control. This is a system 
that provides enhanced traction on 
roads or tracks with low grip surfaces, 
allowing the vehicle to continue to 


make progress in a situation where 
a normal two-wheel drive vehicle 
would struggle. It's combined with a 
generous ground clearance of 15cm 
with Mud & Snow tyres. It adapts to 
the conditions encountered by acting 


on the front driving wheels. At any 
time, the driver can choose to allow 
the system to operate automatically in 
Standard mode, or can switch it into 
'Snow', 'Off-road', 'Sand', or 'ESP Off' 
modes by using a dial on the dash 
centre panel. 

MARKET: Design-wise, this Partner 
Tepee looks a lot smarter than you 
might expect a converted van to 
be, thanks to a range of cosmetic 
modifications introduced back in 
2015 that included the usual facelift 
staples of a revised grille, bumper and 
headlights. Inside, storage solutions 
abound under every flap and in every 
crevice with more ingenious inclusions 
as you ascend the range. A classy 
grey finish runs across the dash and is 
mirrored on several interior features, 
while high quality NeoSpa seat trim 
is used on trim level three and the top 
'Outdoor' version. 

As before, you can get this car with 
either five or seven seats. All second 
and third row chairs are completely 
removable. Take them all out (not 
an easy task if you're bad of back) 
and your Partner Tepee will present 
you with a completely flat floor and 
a load volume of between 675 and 
3,000-litres. A huge tailgate makes 
loading easy. 

There are two trim levels - 'Active' 
and 'Outdoor' - and, as ever, the choice 
of either five or seven-seat layouts. 
Prices sit in the £16,000 to £21,000 
bracket.

FOOTBALL: Sutton United 
showed no signs of suffer¬ 
ing an FA Cup hangover by 
bagging six vital National 
League points with victories 
over Torquay United and 
Boreham Wood.
